The circuit-breaker is a vitai safety device which has become 
a commodity. Its commoditization makes it difficult for suppliers 
to differentiate themselves and many have resorted to price- 
differentiation - often at the expense of quality and capability to do 
what it should. 

From all accounts there are more than 30 - some say more than 
40 - circuit-breaker brands in South Africa. How can you tell from 
appearance whether a product will stand up to the job it must do? If 
you rely only on the production of a certificate of one kind or another, 
you could be making a mistake that will have serious consequences. 

For instance, the use of “Golden Samples” to obtain certification, 
followed by mass-produced products that do not comply is a well- 
known practice of unscrupulous suppliers.

IN THE ZONE 



Understand how you want your kitchen to work for you; 
then separate the space into specific zones, such as 
cooking, storage, preparation, cleaning and eating, which 
are practical and convenient. 

For example, "you don't want to do a marathon every 
time you cook. This is going to make cooking a chore 
instead of a pleasure. Have everything you need close 
at hand," says Sergio Polita of Snaidero Cucine. So keep 
your cooking essentials (oils, seasonings, pots and pans) 
within easy reach of the hob and oven. 

If you set up a station for hot drinks, with the coffee 
machine and kettle, then store cups, tea, coffee and sugar 
nearby. 

Tyron Sykes of Eclipse advises that as the preparation 
zone is the main work area, it should be at least 90cm 
wide. "This will ensure enough worktop space to make 
cooking easy and enjoyable," he says. It is also a good 
idea to include the sink in this zone.

Dammermann of Easylife Kitchens. Deep pull-out 
drawers are more practical for storing pots and pans 
than shelves in a cupboard. 

Although it's tempting to hide objects behind 
closed cabinets, glass frontage and open shelving 
will force you to keep things neat and tidy, as they're 
on display. 

In the pantry, store like with like, such as 
placing all of the dry baking ingredients together. 
Transparent containers not only look more attractive, 
but are also a way of seeing if you need to top up 
any items. 

"Your shopping habits will also be important here. 
For example, if you shop monthly, you will need a 
larger pantry to store more goods," says Tyron. 

He suggests using individual pull-out drawers for 
the pantry, as you can clearly see and identify goods 
at a glance, making it easy to keep your pantry 
organised. 


SMART STORAGE 

"A multifunctional design is not just about the 
allocation of various zones, but the customised 
design of the cabinet internals, ensuring the ultimate 
interpretation of the space," notes Philip Richards of 
blu_line. 

There are many ways to be smart with storage 
in order to avoid exploding drawers and chaotic 
cupboards. 

"It really is best to make a list of everything you 
need in your kitchen: glassware, flatware, crockery, 
pots, pans and pantry, and plan the space for it. 

Then calculate the right combination of drawers and 
shelving to suit your needs. Height is crucial if you're 
looking for extra storage," says Ramon Casado of 
bulthaup. 

Use inserts and dividers in drawers to keep 
utensils in place. "Rubber mats inside each drawer 
with an anti-slip coating are a must," adds John 
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SPACE SOLUTIONS 

"An organised environment is not just about storage, but 
also about the feeling you have when you are in a space, 
and the way the space allows you and others to move 
around in it," says Philip. 

Use all available space in the kitchen to your advantage. 
If the kitchen island forms part of the preparation zone, add 
shelves and/or drawers to it for the tools you might need. 
"For day-to-day crockery, I usually create half-depth units at 
the back of the cooking island facing the dining area. These 
half-depth units carry all you need for your everyday use, 
without you having to dig for it," suggests Sergio. 

Other ideas include installing strip lighting and a pull- 
down shelf to hold cookbooks or a tablet under cabinets. 


and adding shelving or bins below the U-pipe beneath 
the sink. "The most important thing to bear in mind when 
it comes to kitchen organisation is for home owners to 
discuss their needs, storage problems and the desired 
solution with designers and industry professionals. 

This ensures that they can be guided in the direction of the 
best product and solution," concludes Lilly Botha of Country 
Style Interiors.

ith some pots, soil, fertiliser and water, you 
can create a herb garden filled with health 
benefits, right within arm's reach. 

Your herbs will need plenty of sun

hours of full sun each day. 

Prepare the soil by loosening any compacted soil with a 
gardening fork and adding about an inch of fertiliser to the 
top, and then working it through. Aerating the soil ensures 
proper drainage and allows space for the roots to grow, 
while fertiliser will ensure your plants get all of the nutrients 
they need. Water your plants whenever the soil a few 
inches from the top is dry - most herbs hate going thirsty. 

PARSLEY: This hardy plant boasts a high vitamin and 
mineral content, and, before it ever entered the culinary 
world, was used as medicine to treat everything from 
kidney issues to digestive problems. Rich in vitamin K, C 
and A to benefit your skin and immunity, this is a great 
option for your herb garden. 

BASIL: This is one of the most popular herbs for home planting. 


since it's easy to maintain and grows extremely quickly if 
cared for properly.

angle, as well as the depth and height of the chair, 
which will affect the ease of use," she says. 

Marc du Toit of Classic Revivals adds: "For 
sofas and armchairs, a solid frame with a long- 
term guarantee is essential." 


COSY COMFORT 

As the home offers a retreat from stresses of a busy lifestyle, 
chairs are being designed with relaxation in mind. Shapes 
provide ergonomic support for the body, and fabrics are 
comfortable, in warm, inviting colours, such as jewel tones of 
indigo blue and ruby red.

The experience: Drawing up to the entrance of 
Kievits Kroon Country Estate, I really felt I'd escaped 
the rat race of Gauteng city life, from the dirt road to 
get there, to the Cape Dutch-style manor house at 
the end of the tree-lined avenue. Even the treatment 
rooms of the spa have been named after grape 
varieties to create that "winelands" atmosphere. 

In keeping with this theme, I was there to 
experience the spa's Winelands Signature Treatment, 
a full-body massage with hot stone reflexology, 
followed by a hot oil scalp massage. Daisy, my 
therapist, did an amazing job of kneading away the 
knots and tension from head to toe, using natural 
grapeseed oil.

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KERRY HAYES LOOKS AT THE VIABILITY 
OF "GREENING" YOUR HOME, AND HOW 
TO GO ABOUT IT 


T he "green" movement has been gaining 
momentum over the past few years as we 
become more sensitive to water and electricity 
usage, and our growing carbon emissions. Most 
of us would have come across numerous tips on how to 
become "greener" at home, but with the perceived huge 
effort and costs attached, we are starting to question 
whether it is worth "greening" a property, and what the 
cost implications are. 

Managing director of Knight Frank Residential South 
Africa, Lanice Steward, believes "retrofitting energy-saving 
equipment such as solar panels, batteries, LED lighting, 
water-saving taps and showers, and water recycling 
equipment is no more expensive than starting from scratch 
on a new build". 

This is good news for those looking at introducing 
eco-friendly measures into their homes, or introducing 
equipment while renovating. 

ECO AUDIT 

Greening your home is not as difficult and complicated 
as it may seem. The first thing to do is an eco-audit. This 
involves assessing your current energy and water usage, 
and how you manage waste and chemical usage. The 
information you track from this will probably surprise you 
in terms of recognising areas that you never thought of 
as wastage areas, and where you can convert to greener 
solutions. 

PLAN OF ACTION 

While taking your existing home completely off the 
electricity grid could cost in the region of R150 000 (for a 
three-bedroom property), there are less expensive tools 
that you can implement to start you off. Here are some 
suggestions from Danielle Klaff, an eco-auditor and the 
founder of Green Your Home: 

• Install a black evacuator tubing system on the roof 
of your house. This warms water using the energy of 
the sun. 

• An alternative is to use heat pumps - but keep in 
mind that these do not work during load-shedding (as 
opposed to a solar geyser, which doesn't need electicity 
to operate). 

• Stoves and kettles use a lot of electricity, so getting a 
gas stove and boiling only the amount of water needed 
in your kettle will save a lot of energy. 

• Photovoltaic panels can charge batteries, which in 
turn power lights and smaller appliances in the home. 


These systems can cost between R7 000 and R50 000, 
depending on the number and size of batteries needed. 

• 7% of an average power bill goes to keeping appliances 
in the home on standby, so invest in a smart strip - 
this is an affordable device that shuts off supply of 
electricity to the appliance when it is not in use for over 
an hour, then immediately re-establishes supply when 
the appliance is switched on. 

• If you have a fireplace in your home, keep the flue 
exposed inside the room (and don't install it outdoors) 

- the heat generated from the fireplace and its flue will 
heat a large area in your home. 

• And don't forget simple fitting changes, such as an 
aerated showerhead or taps, which can cut your water 
usage dramatically. 

Few green-conversion tactics will go unrewarded, as the 
money spent will only increase the market value of your 
home in the growing drive to eco-friendliness. it 


QUICK GUIDE TO "GREENING" YOUR HOME: 

• Use natural air ventilation instead of an air 
conditioner, if possible; however, if your home 
needs an aircon, opt for the modern inverter 
technology as opposed to the older systems. 

• Use LED lighting instead of fluorescent lighting; 
it offers lower energy consumption and a longer 
lifespan. 

• Recycle grey water to keep your garden lush, 
while saving water. 

• Switch to dual-flush toilets, which offer a half-flush 
and full-flush option. 

• If your home is in need of a new coat of paint, 
there are eco-friendly paints available - these are 
low-VOC, water-based and lead-free. 

• Install a domestic wind turbine, which is a great 
way to harness natural wind energy and convert it 
into electricity for home use. 

• Turn your edible and garden waste into a compost 
supply. There are a variety of compost bins 
available for collecting the waste and converting it 
into nourishing food for your garden.
